SCHOOL REPORT. 


Citizens of the Town of Pembroke: 

Your Committee would respectfully submit the following 
report :— 

We think that it may be safely said that during the past 
year our schools have enjoyed their usual degree of prosper- 
ity, —yet not so prosperous but that we ought to consider 
the question, How can they be made more useful? For our 
schools are likely to be to a certain extent what we wish them 
to be. If committees and parents are better pleased with 
showy exhibitions than thorough examinations, then ex- 
aminations will bo set aside for the exhibitions. This we 
hardly think advisable, — for scholars to devote one third or 
fourth part of the term of school that they may have a showy 
exhibition at the close of the term. This time should be de- 
voted to critical study. On the whole, we think our schools 
the past year have becn managed so as to advance the inter- 
ests of education in the town and to be beneficial to the 
community. Generally, the teachers have been faithful and 
earnest in their labors, and Prudential committees have ren- 
dered prompt and good service. It will be noticed by this 
report that most of our teachers have been residents of 
of our own town. This we still recommend to Prudential 
Committees, to patronize our own teachers. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 
Prudential Committee, Coancy C. Frencnu. 


Three terms have been taught during the year; the first 
by Miss Ida A. Knox. Miss Knox had her usual success in 
this school. Miss Knox has taught in this district several 
terms, which speaks well for her, better than anything we 
can say. ‘This school appeared well at our visits. 
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The second and third by Miss Sarah E. Coffin. Miss 
Coffin managed well in both terms, and good success reward- 
ed her labors. She succeeded in gaining the good-will of 
her pupils, which made everything pass off pleasantly and 
satisfactorily to all concerned. Good improvement was 
made in all branches taught. Miss Coffin knows how to 
keep a good school. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
Prudential Committee, Crospy Kwox. 


Summer term taught by Miss Sarah E. Coffin. Miss 
Coffin came here well recommended asa scholar and teacher ; 
her mode of governing was moral suasion. Good order was 
sustained in this way; good satisfaction was given. The 
school was closed without notice. 

Winter term taught by Miss Jennie H. Osgood. Miss 
Osgood commenced this with everything looking well for a 
successful term, but she failed to gain the good-will of her 
scholars. Her mode of governing was by corporal punish- 
ment, and this created dissatisfaction among the parents. 
She reports in her register the number of cases of corporal 
punishment, several. The scholars at the close answered all 
the rules with a good degree of readiness, but when called 
upon to apply them to practice they failed. This school 
was not what it has been in former terms. Miss Osgood 
would do well to learn to govern herself, then she will be 
better prepared to govern others. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
Prudential Commitiee, Joun Hueatu. 


Miss M. Ella Heath teacher both terms. This school was 
small, and the teacher and pupils seemed to make the most 
of their time, and good improvement was made. Those three’ 
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scholars who left the school lost much, while those who 
remained gained more. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Prudential Committee, H. L. Ricuarpson. 


This school was taught in the summer by Miss Burt, and 
in the winter by Miss Holt. Both these ladies were success- 
ful in their management and instruction of the pupils com- 
mitted to their care. The exercises of the school-room were 
pleasant, and therefore attractive. Good order was ob- 
served, and the members of the school were generally punc- 
tual in their attendance. The lessons for the most part were 
well committed and promptly recited. These teachers have 
been employed in town several terms before, and we hope 
this school will not be their last. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 
Prudential Committee, Davin L. Hout. 


The school in this district was taught in the summer by 
Miss Robinson, a teacher favorably known in our community. 
It is therefore sufficient to say that she discharged her duties 
in her usual quiet way and with her accustomed good 
success. | 

The winter school was taught by Miss Fitch, of Concord. 
We cannot speak so highly of the school this term as we 
would like to. The teacher was young and inexperienced, 
and therefore not so well qualified for her work as we trust 
she will be hereafter. The pupils made more or less prog- 
ress in their several studies, with the exception perhaps of 
grammar and common school arithmetic. In these, the im- © 
provement was quite limited. For various reasons, the gov- 
ernment of the school also was not always what we could 
have desired. | 
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At the close of this term a very pleasant and profitable 
private school was commenced by Miss Ella Doe of this 
town. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 
Prudential Committee, N. B. Apams. 


Teacher of summer school, Miss Ida M. Holt. Miss Holt 
labored hard for the best good of the school, and her pupils 
manifested much interest by which good improvement was 
made. Winter term was taught by Miss Ida A. Knox,— this 
being her second winter term in this district. Miss Knox 
is an experienced and successful teacher. With the united 
efforts of the scholars, this term has resulted in good im- 
provement, and much credit is due to teacher and pupils. 
This term is not yet closed. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 
Prudential Committee, THomas J. FRENCH. 


Miss Cochran, who taught this school in the summer, gave, 
we think, good satisfaction. The term was a pleasant one, 
and the closing examination showed that the money of the 
district had been wisely expended. 

The winter term, taught by Miss Sanborn, of Chintester 
was one of more than usual excellence. But this was no 
more than was expected after the nearly perfect examination 
which the teacher passed before she commenced the school. 
The district were fortunate in securing her services, and we 
hope she was well enough pleased with Pembroke to be 
willing to come again on the same errand. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 
Prudential Commiitee, Rurus PAInrE. 


This school has had four terms the past year and been 
3 
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divided into four divisions. The grammar or advanced, in- 
termediate, and first and second primary. 

Miss Carrie M. Cochran has been teacher in the grammar 
the past year. She is a teacher of much experience, and 
her labors have been attended with, marked success. Good 
order and discipline have been sustained. 


INTERMEDIATE Division.—The first two terms were saat 
_ by Miss Zelda H. Morgan. Miss Morgan is an efficient and 
successful teacher. The third and fourth terms were taught 
by Miss Ella N. Pattee, who is an accomplished scholar and 
thorough teacher. Good order and discipline observed ; 
good improvement made. 


First Priwary was taught by Miss Annis O. Drake, this 
being her second year as teacher in this district. Miss Drake 
has been very successful with this class of scholars, inspiring 
them with interest and a thirst for knowledge. She has suc- 
ceeded in her efforts with very marked success, resulting in 
good improvement. 


Second Primary.— Miss Aura P. Robinson, teacher. 
Miss Robinson has succeeded well in this department, espe- 
cially so, considering the nationality of her pupils. Some 
of them, who did not know their letters when the school 
commenced, were soon able to read simple sentences. 

The schools in this district have made decided improve- 
ment the past year, which may be attributed to the able 
board of teachers and the well-arranged and commodious 
school-house. In behalf of the teachers, we would recom- 
mend that their services be secured for another year. The 
winter term is not closed yet. 


DISTRICT No. 9. 
Prudential Committee, JAMES STEVENS. 


Summer term taught by Miss M. Viola Stevens. Miss 
Stevens succeeded well in this school. It was manifest 
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that her scholars loved and respected her. Good improve- 
ment was made, and we think that this district received full 
compensation for the money expended. 

“Winter term taught by Miss Lizzie M. Sawyer. This 
school appeared orderly at both of our visits, but it has been 
said that some of her scholars did not respect their teacher 
as they ought. There was commendable improvement made 
in all the branches studied. Weare pleased to say that this 
district is sustaining a private school of twelve weeks. Miss 
Flora Marden, teacher. 


THE ACADEMY. 


A good degree of prosperity has attended this institution 
the past year; giving promise of still better things to come. 
A systematic course of study has been adopted, and the stu- 
dents, many of them, are learning to appreciate and improve 
their advantages. ‘The principal and his assistants have la- 
bored with untiring zeal to meet the demands made upon 
them by the responsible positions they have occupied. But 
the institution stands in pressing need of more funds, a 
better apparatus, and more suitable accommodations. We 
therefore trust that a generous public, blessed with the 
means of doing good, will remember these things in bestow- 
ing their benefactions.
